(a) a container having an inte rior portion and an aperture for drawing through the 
pre-moistened wet wipes in consecutive order: 

(b) a plurality of the pre-moistened wipes, the wip es being stacked^ folded and 
interleaved in a substantially interfolded 2>fold p attern in the interior portion 
of the container: 

wherein the ore-moistened wipes are wetted with a lotion, the lotion being an aqueous , 
solution comprising at least about 90% b v weight water, a surfactant selected from the 
group consisting of phosphate-quaternary amine co mpounds and non-ionic surfactants, 
and effective amounts of a secon d ingredient selected from the group consisting, of non- 
celhilnsic organic water soluble polymers and alkoxy lated alcohols and wherein each of 
the pre-moistened wipes has a leading edae panel hav ing a length of from about 2 cm *Q 
about 7 cm. a central panel having a lengt h of from about 3 cm to about 12 cm t and a 
trailing edge panel having a le n gth of from about 2 cm to about 7 cm and Tho pop up 
dispensing system of Claim -17 wherein the phosphate-quaternary amine compound is 
selected from the group consisting of Coco Phosphatidyl PG-Dimonium Chloride, 
Cocamidopropyl Phosphatidyl PG-Dimonium Chloride, and Stearamidopropyl 
Phosphatidyl PG-Dimonium Chloride. 

Claim 3. (Previously presented) The pop-up dispensing system of Claim 2 wherein the lotion 
comprises less than about 3 percent by weight of the phosphate-quaternary amine compound.

Claim 11. (Currently amended) A pop-up dispensing system for reliable single dispensing _qf 

discreet pre-moistened wipes in consecutive orde r, the system comprising: 
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(a) a container having an interior portion and an aperture for dra wing through the 
pre-moistened wet wipes m consecutive order 

(b) a plurality of the pre-moistened wipes, the wipes being stacked, folded and 
interleaved in a substantially interfolded z-fold patte rn in the interior portion of 
the container: 

wherein the pre-moistened wipes are wetted with a lotion, t he lotion being an aqueous 
solution comprising at least about 90% bv weight water, a surfactant selected from the 
g roup consisting of phosphate-ouaternarv amine compounds and non-io nic surfactants, and 
effective amounts of a second ingredient selected from the_g roup consisting of non- 
cellulosic organic water soluble polymers and alkox vlated alcohols and wherein each of the 
pre-moistened wipes has a leading edge panel hav ing a length of from about 2 cm to about 
7 cm. a central panel having a length of from about 3 cm to about 12 cm. and a trailing edge 
panel having.a length of from about 2 cm to about 7 cm and The pop up dispensing syotom 
of Claim 17 further comprising an effective amount of a fragrance and an effective amount 
of a fragrance sohiblizer. 
Claim 12. (Currently amended) A pop-up dis pensing system for reliable single dispersing <>f 
discreet pre-moistened wipes in cons ecutive order, the system compris.inft: 

(a) a container having an interior portion an d an aperture for drawing through the pre- 
moistened wet wipes in consecuti ve order: 

(b) a plurality of the ore-moistened wipes, th e wipes being st acked, folded and 
interleaved in a substantially interfered z-fold pattern in the interior portion of the 
container; 

wherein the pre-moistened wines are wetted with a lotion, the lotion being an aqueous 
solution comprising at least about 90% by w eight water, a surfactant selected from the 
group consisting of phosphate-quaternary amine co mpounds and non-ionic surfactants, and 
effective amounts of a second ingredient se lected from the group consisting, of non- 
c cllulosic organic water soluble polymers and alkoxvlat ed alcohols and wherein each of the 
pre-moistened wipes has a leading edge panel having a length of from about 2 cm to about 
7 cm. a central panel having a length of from about 3 cm to about 1 2 cm. and a trailing edge 
riftttftl havin g a length of from about 2 cm to about 7 cm and Thfl pop up dispensing oyp ti m 
of Claim 17 further comprising a keiotolytic.

Claim 15. (Currently amended) A pop-up dispensing sy stem for reliable single dispensing of 
disereet pre-moistened wines in consecutive order, the system comprising: 

(a) a container having an interior portion and an aperture for drawing through the ore- 
moistened wet wipes in consecutive order; 

(b) a plurality of the pre-moistened wipes, the wipes being stacked, folded and 
interleaved in a substantially interfolded zpfold pattern in the interior ^p ortion of the 
container: 

wherein the pre-moistened wipes are wetted with a lotion, the loti on being an aqueous 
solution comprising at least about 90% by weight water, a surfactant se lected from the 
group consisting of phosphate-quaternarv amine compounds and non^onic surfactants, and 
effective amounts of a second ingredient selected from the group consisting of non- 
cellulosic organic water soluble polymers and alkoxvlated alcoh ols and wherein each of the 
pre-moistened wipes has a leading edge panel having a length of from about 2 cm to about 
7 cm. a central panel having a length of from about 3 cm to about 12 cm. and a trailing edge 
panel having a length of from about 2 cm to about 7 cm The pop up dispensing syst e m of 
Claim 18 wherein the pre-moistened wipes com prise a nonwoven substrate and wherein the 
substrate is wetted with at least 1 .0 gram of the lotion per gram of dry substrate weight. 

Claim 16. (Currently amended) The pop-up dispensing system of Claim 1% 1£ wherein the 
substrate is wetted with at least 2.0 gram of the lotion per gram of dry substrate weight.
